Sandie of Trout Season 
Finds Fish for All in Georgia

Nature did not play an April Fool’s Day trick on trout seck- 
ers in north Georgia streams as the season opened Friday, for 
the catches were of the samé record proportions as. the turnout 
of anglers. 

Nowhere in a tour of four counties was a fisherman found 
without trout—an accolade for the state Game and Fish Commis- 
sion policy of stocking all trout from the new Lake Burton Hatch- 
ery in streams outside the game management areas within the 
U.S. Chattahoochee National Forest. 

Those areas, to enter which anglers pay a one dollar fee, 
will not open for a month yet. Heretofore, there has been spotty 
trout fishing in so-called “‘open’’ streams. 

This year, South and North Carolinians invaded Georgia and 
folks from five to 78 were interviewed, armed with everything 
from japanned hooks on kite cord to tiny fry flies and foreign- 
fashion Spinners. They all had fish. 

Tom ‘Kanner of Toecoa had a 16-incher, and Toccoan Leon- 
ard Jordan and T. R. Fuller set up camp to cook their morning 
catch for dinner on the Tallulah River. 

Sixty-year-old Arthur Young, a Tate City man who had been 
fishing for trout for 35 years, went to the stream on crutches, 
and pronounced opening day a success. So did his son, nine-year- 
old William Young, who got a bigger fish than his daddy. 

On the Soque, Dicks and Waters’ Creeks, the *Chattahoochee 
River Soapstone and on the portion of Dukes Creek outside the 
refuge area, everyone had trout, and it begins to look as if the 
rainbow, brook and brown trout are coming back in north Geor- 
gia like the deer. 

The most popular bait, as usual,,was worms. Biggest trout 
were caught on streamers headed by spinners or a plain hep or 
Colorado spinner. 

The water was generally roily, and the day was perfect for 
bait fishing behind spinners. The same sort of conditions should
